lil. To rise promptly at the ringing of the 
first bell; and to observe quiet and good order 
in their private rooms, in the school-rooms 
and on the school-grounds during *hours of 
study. 

IV. To retire at or before ten o'clock at 

night; and to see that all lights in their rooms 
are extinguished, and fires properly secured 
_ before retiring. 
V. Students boarding on the grounds will 
not leave them on any occasion without the 
knowledge and consent of the Principal, or 
some authorized person. 

Vi. They are expected to attend Chapel 
service every morning, Wednesday afternoon 
lecture and regular services on the Sabbath 
at the Chapel of the University. 

Vil. Students are not allowed to visit each 


other’s rooms during hours of study, or after 
nine o clock at night, nor to be absent from 
their rooms after that time 

Vill. Ladies and Gentlemen are not allowed 
to visit each other, or friends, 
under any circumstances, at their private 
rooms. All interviews must be public and in 
presence of a Teacher.

IX. The use of ardent spirits, tobacco in any 
form, and all games of chance are strictly for- 
bidden, at all times and in all places, while | 
connected with the Institution. 

X. Students are expected to abstain at all 
times and in all places, from profane, indecent | 
or indecorous language or allusions, to be kind, | 
courteous and polite to one another and _ to 
strangers, and respectful and obedient to in- | 
structors. 

XI. To prevent losses and needless expendi- | 
tures, all Students boarding on the grounds, on | 
entering the Institution, are required to de- | 
posit all their money with the Treasurer who | 
will give them a receipt, and to draw upon | 
him as they may have need. |

It is my duty to lay before you a few facts with regard to what a portion of the colored citizens are doing 
to elevate themselves and others in Tennessee. Being sensible of the great need of the right kind of instruc- 
tion in order to make peaceable, law-abiding, industrious, economical, and temperate citizens, as well as to 
acquire homes and other property of their own, and being convinced of the importance of self-reliance, they 
associated themselves together for the purpose of establishing a good Manual Labor School, and applied to 
the Legislature for a Charter, which was given on the roth day of December, 1866, since which time the 
citizens of ‘Tennessee, without regard to political or ecclesiastical names, have subscribed fifteen thousand 
dollars. The Board of Trustees have purchased a tract of land, consisting of three hundred acres, in 
Rutherford County, twenty-seven miles south from Nashville, and three miles north from Murfreesboro, a 
portion of which is fenced in, and one hundred and thirty-five acres are put under cultivation this year, 
yielding, in corn, 3200 bushels ; cotton, 74 bales; sorghum, 1500 gallons; estimated worth, $2800. There 
are over one hundred pupils already on the ground, but there are not sufficient buildings nor farming imple 
ments, to say nothing of what is needed for the school-rooms, manufacturing and mechanical branches ; so 
the Board has thought it best to send an agent North to make known the facts, and ask such assistance as 
friends may be willing and able to give. Being in the possession of the requisite authority, I ask, in behalf of 
the institution, your kind consideration of its claims upon a generous people. ‘The trustees need at this time 
at least twenty thousand dollars, which will enable them to demonstrate not only that they are working in 
earnest, but will, with a fair chance, succeed. ‘That you may see what those who have examined the subject 
say, I will present the testimony of a few.

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Whe FISK SCHOOL was founded by the American Missionary Association and Western Freedman’s Aid Commission, in January, 1866. While conducted as a 
Public School, there was an average attendance of 800 pupils. In August, 1867, (the City of Nashville having provided Public Schools for all classes,) a Charter was secured 
for a University, and the Academic and Normal Departments were opened the following September. The number of pupils in attendance for the first term was 319. 
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THE CURRENG YHAR opens with wrncreased numbers wn the 
higher departments, and additional. facrlvtves for hoarding and 
wrstruction. 

THE PRESENT OBJECT of the School is the special training of 
teachers for schools in Tennessee and the South, for which object we 
have special advantages. To the most rigid and searching cass DRILLs 


in the branches of study, are added 


I. A DAILY STUDY of the Science or Epucation and Art or TEACHING, as 


developed by careful and systematic tests and comparison of methods. 


II. A TEACHING EXERCISE in the Model School, one half hour per day, by 


every member of the teaching class—25 in all—under the direction of the Principal, for the 


purpose of acquiring skill in teaching and managing schools of the various grades. 


Witu respect to the efficiency of this course of training, the Board of Examiners make 


the following statement in their 
REPORT: 


Ist. “The examination (which was in teaching exercises) “was very satisfactory, and was conducted in a manner calcu- 
lated to reveal the rea) merits of the members of the class ”’

BOARDING ACCOMMODATIONS, ETO, 


A large two storied Dormitory, capable of accommodating fifty young lady boarders—two in a 
room—has just been completed, and is now ready for use. Twenty-five occupants are already on the 
ground; twenty-five more can be accommodated if application is made soon. Other similar accommoda- 
tions are in readiness for young men. ‘A beautiful brick Chapel, 40x80, has also been erected for the ac- 


commodation of the School.

THe teachers and students boarding on the grounds are organized into one family, or home; and 
by a system of detailed labor established, and a rigid economy observed, the expenses, including board- 
ing, washing, fuel, lights, room rent, (rooms furnished.) and all other necessary expenses, have been re- 
duced to $2.75 per week. By this means, not only better boarding can be furnished, but the students are 
trained in matters of housekeeping economy, and are brought under all the social, refining and elevat-
